All references are grouped alphabetically by 
authors’ last names under “Literature Cited.” Use 
only initials for given names of authors. Show 
number of pages in theses. Only rarely should 
unpublished reports be cited. Include source, 
paging, and the place where filed. Within the 
text, page numbers are required for direct quoies, 
for paraphrased citations, and for citations of all 
books and bulletins unless the text alludes to the 
entire publication. 


Tables. Prepare tables in keeping with the size 
of THE JouRNAL page or column. A good table 
should be understandable without reference to 
the text. Titles and box heading should be clear 
but concise. Type tables separately from the text. 
Put long tables on as many 8% X 11 sheets as 
needed. Double space title, box headings, and all 
other lines, and leave at least l-inch margins. 
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
